Turner alters WM A 



- OTTAWA (CUP) - Hie biU in- 
troduced in Parliament yesterday 
' by Justice Minister Jotm Turner 
does little to curtail the powers of 
the army and police hi Quebec, 

1 The proposal, which has been, 
named the Public Order (Tempo- 
raiy Measures) Act, 1970, would 
expire on April 30, 1971. 

~ The bill would stiii outlaw the 
Front de Liberation du Quebec, 
although the government's defini- 
tion of membership has changed 
slightly. Under the .War Measures 
Act a. person was considered a 
member of the FLQ if be bad at- 
tended one of tbeh* meetings. 

Under this new public order, a 
member would constitute anyone 
vdw had attended "a number" of 
meethigs. 

The length of detention has also 
beeOjij^tly altered: under the 
WS^M«aires Act a person could 
be held for seven days without 
bebg charged. Turner's proposal 
shortens this to three days. 

The maxhnum' period a person 
could be detained would ^ seven 
days, histead of the specified 21 
in the War Measures Act 

Thé.. new -Public Order allows 
aU^penons^^^airested to contact 
couiiKirwltlioûtdé%. 

It also states the people will re- 
tahi most of their rights as out- 
lined hi the 1960 Bill of Rights, 
except that they forego the right 
to bail, and they do not have to be 
charged hiunediately. 

The Public Order does hot re- 
duce theextraordinary powers the 
police-have hi Quebec. The police 
stin^ have the right to make 
searches without .warrants ; and . 
confiscate any inaiéri8l)ithey;;bè- 



lieve might ^ illegal or question- 
able. 

The. Public Order Act still iias 
two more readhigs to undergo in 
parliament before memtiers vote 
on whether it is to become law.

Tradi- 
tenberg .is lookhig into the.pps^i 
sibillties. of opening a ciHip '" 
bookstore vriiich will sell boolu 
and instruments at prices 25 per 
cent lower than the univenity 
bookstore. 

The MSS will have a meeting 
next week at wliich it will "fully 
examhie the necessity for-creat- 
ing other such cçmniittees." - 

Shice the MSS^HS^been pon- 
derhig withdrawal for a long 
po-iod, certain organizations have 
already replaced some of the ser- 
vices that CAMS provided. 

"The Montréal Student Health 
Organization has oriented itself 
towards delivery of medical 
services, such as the formation of 
new clinics," said Pavalanis. 

Robert -Remis, an active mem- 
ber of the MSHO, says that this

The event was a considerable de- 
escalation from last year's march 
which attracted^upwards of 3,000 
people in addition to the Burkers 
and a host of mounted and foot 
police. 

Marchers expressed opposi- 
tion to the War Measures Act 
as well as to thé Vietnam War. 
but most of thé speakers were 
drowned out by the whistles and 
chants of "out. Reds, out" from 
theBurkeirs. '

students of Kent State Universi- 
ty was read. It stated that "the 
hidictment of 25 brothers and 
sisters hi Ohio on riot charges 
-is another attempt by the U.S. 
government to blame the Wcthns

This weekend's police activity 
in Quebec brought the number 
of arrests under the War Mea- 
sures Act there to a total of 
420.

Israeli gov't position under fire

A spdcesman for Israel's left 
whig Ma^am party yesterday at-, 
tacked the position that his coun- 
try's leaders have taken in the 
negotiations for peace hi the Mid- 
dle East 

Speakhig to a Hillel audience, he 
dedared, "Israel should be ready 
in the event of a peace agreement 
-to move out of the West Bank. 
U ntil then, however, she shouU do . 
éverythbig possible to develop the 
area economicaUy and to hnplant 
the idea of coexistence with Is- 
rael among its people" . 

Yitzchak Patish, a former Se- 
cretary of the Central Committee 
of Mapam and presently its 
"emissary to left-socialist cir- 
cles," also saw the need for the 
recognition of the Palestinian en- 
tity, and advocated that Transjor- 
dan and the West Bank be united to 
form a Palesthiian state. "There 



is place enough for two national 
sovereign states". 

He asserted that Mapam is 
agahist Israeli unmigration to the 
West . Bank, as has been done al- 
ready at Hebron, unless Palesti- 
nians can also settle hi Jaffa or in 
Acre. The presént situation he 
described as "hypocritical". 

Patish was optimistic about the 
possibility of coexistence between 
Israelis and ^alesthiians, since 
"The Arabs on the West Bank have 
been confronted with the Israeli 
fact for over three years and see 
that it is hnpossible to wipe out 
Israel". 

They don't want an occupying 
force and they don't regard the 
Israelis as liberators, he added, 
. biitin,tl>e:wake of the recent dvil 
' vrar^nytàê East Bank some have 
been heard to say, "We are safer 
in the occupied areas than in Jor- 
dan". ■ :. • ,

a border kibbutz has also written 
to hhn Uiat for tiie fhst timè in 
two years fellahhi on the Bast 
Bank are back at work hi the 
fidds. 

Patish blasted.: both the|^'s0i!!
